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Northern Students Non-photo ID 
meet at Laurentian causing big

"We (the students) are the 
people who have to take on the 
problems, if we are to make 
progress", said Matt Certosimo, 
chairperson of the OFS (Ontario 
Federation of Students) at the 
Northern Students Commission 
hosted by Laurentian University 
this past weekend. 

About 34-40 students attended 
various workshop/seminars deal- 
ing with Northern issues 
throughout the course of the 
weekend. 

Tony Macerollo, chairperson of 
the Canadian Federation Students 
(CFS) said the conference "Brings 
together northern students to talk 
about northern student problems." 
Among the problems discussed 
were The Francophone issue, 
employment, and student assis- 
tance. According to Macerollo 
52% of students afLaurentian are 
receiving some form of OSAP as 
compared to the provincial average 
of 30 -35%. 

Some of the francophone 
problems according to the 



information commissioner of the 
NSC, Sheena Weir, are the lack of 
programs available in French; the 
high cost of translated test books, 
and the isolation of the French due 
to the vastness of the north. 

By far, the most pressing issue 
is underfunding of post-secondary 
institutions. In fact it is the hope 
of Macerollo to make this an issue 
for the upcoming provincial and 
federal elections. On Friday, at the 
liberal leadership convention 
Macerollo voiced the students 
concerns and will approach other 
political parties with them as 
well. 

President of the SGA, Ben 
Farella hopes to raise the students 
awareness to underfunding through 
a "series of student information 
sessions held throughout the 
residences and in the Great Hall." 
Marcelollo, quoting an early 
politician's remarks on under- 
funding said "if Canada is to have 
any merit or mission, her 
nationhood will be made in her 
universities... may she realize it 
before it's too late"

The absence of photo student 
identification cards is disturbing 
many Laurentian community 
members. Student photo identi- 
fication cards have been eliminated 
for the last two years at Laurentian 
University. 

In an interview with Ron 
Chrysler, Laurentian Vice 
President Academic, concerning 
the removal of photos on student 
cards he explained, "A meeting 
was held with the university 
departments which required student 
identification to determine the 
necessity of retaining photographs 
on the ID cards, and a conclusion 
was reached by those departments 
that photos were not essential to 
their operation." 

Chrysler claims to be unaware 
of any difficulties resulting from 



the removal of photos from the 
cards. "I have not heard about 
anything from the departments," 
he said. 

Ron E. Larwood, chairman of 
Physical Education Services, sees 
the situation much differently, 
however. "I would prefer photos 
ID's" and "I sent a memorandum 
last fall in opposition to the move 
to eliminate the photo ID to Ron 
Chrsler." he explained. The 
physical education complex has 
run into problems with inventory 
control of equipment being lent 
out to students. 

Ashley Thomson, Reference 
Librarian, is equally disturbed . "It 
was regrettable that the university 
for financial reasons eliminated 
pictures on student cards because it 
broadens the possibility of 
students using cards that are not 
really theirs," he explained 



referring to library's first fraud 
problem occuring last year. 

The pub manager, Connie 
Colville, said photos on student 
cards would allow Laurentian 
University students first priority 
into pubs on ljusy nights. His 
answer to why there are no photos 
on student card is because 
"Nobody really wants to pay for 
them." 

Bill Misener, Vice President 
Internal of the SGA, has provided 
photo ID sessions for SGA 
members but this was not used by 
everyone. He believes that 
Laurentian Administration should 
provide photo ID for all 
Laurentian students in order to 
eradicate this crop of problems. 
"There would be no problem with 
the administration providing 
adequate photo ID'S," he said.

Contrary opinions. They make 
the world spin around and they 
keep the debates going.

Lambda wouldn't dream of 
upsetting the status quo. So here 
is a contrary opinion to the one 
expressed in one of Lambda's 
editorials on the AEF-SGA 
situation last week. 

The AEF showed good, sound 
judgement in politely declining 
the SGA offer of merger. For the 
basic reason that the SGA has it's 
own interests in mind and not 
those of the University as a 
whole. SGA is interested in the 
AEF's money and not in 
promoting good relations with the 
members of the AEF. 

The main concern of the 
executive of the French-speaking 
students association is the loss of 
their identity as Francophones if 
the merger took place. We all 
know that in reality, the AEF 
would be enquised by the SGA and 
its members would be a voiceless 
minority in a large student 
association. 

The AEF in its counter-proposal 
offered to pay the SGA for the 
facilities that its members use. 



These include the Pub (I refuse to 
refer to it as anything else), the 
games room, Lambda and others. 
As an editor of Lambda and a 
newswriter I would like to think 
that Lambda is read by all 
Laurentian students and faculty 
regardless of their student 
association membership. 

The AEF fear of culture loss is 
legitimate because culture can't be 
maintained if political avenues are 
blocked by uncooperative 
majority. Namely the SGA 
executive. 

The AEF has suggested a 
council be formed with 
representatives from both 
associations. This council could 
address problems and areas of 
concern to both the SGA and the 
AEF. Is this not an acceptable 
compromise? 

What must now take place is 
the SGA executive must meader 
up to the bargaining table and try 
to cut a deal with the AEF. This 
may not be easy because the 
members of the Association des 
Etudiants Francophone have 
proved that they are not going to 
be taken in by the SGA's "A wolf 
in sheep's clothing" routine. 



As a Lambda editor I'm caught 
in a position of conflict of interest 
because the SGA funds this 
newspaper, they seem to expect 
and demand that Lambda support 
them in all their policy decisions. 
This, of course, will not be the 
case. Lambda can't take an 
editorial position based solely on 
our financial situation. I fully 
realize the benefits towards this 
paper if the SGA-AEF merger 
took place. However, I can't, in 
good conscience, allow the AEF 
membership to be taken advantage 
of for the benefit of Lambda. 

It is true that AEF members use 
facilities that are funded by SGA 
members. But if a council of both 
SGA and AEF executive was 
formed an agreement could be 
reached to correct this situation. 

The ball is now in the SGA's 
court. If they are seriously 
interested in what is beneficial to 
Laurentian and not their own bank 
statement', then they should be 
willing to negotiate with the 
AEF.

the SGA. False. The AEF is the 
only autonomous french student 
association in Ontario with enor- 
mous potential and responsi- 
bilities towards thousands of 
franco-ontarians. Our role as an 
independent association is regarded 
with respect and envy by num- 
erous other francophone asso- 
ciations who are struggling with 
bilingual unions such as proposed 
by the SGA. 

The AEF proposal to work as 
equals with SGA on universal 
issues which affect all students is 
a wise proposal. I think it is a true 
sign of maturity that the AEF has 
chosen not to amalgamate with 
the SGA and it is a decision which 
we will not regret now or later.

To the Editor, 

I would like to say to Mr 
Markle that I also am not too 
excited about the AEF counter 
proposal presented by the AEF 
council. My reasons however are 
very different. Lets talk about 
bilingualism. 

The editor-in-chief has suggested 
that bilingualism works in our 
country. First of all, bilingualism 
has not been too rosy in our coun- 
try. There was the suppression of 
French schools in New Brunswick 
(1871) and in Manitoba (1890- 
1897), of Louis Riel's efforts to 
preserve a society, Regulation 
XVII (1912-1927) etc... I guess 
that if Bill 101 had not been 
introduced, it would have been 
invented sooner or later. But thank 
God for the slow improvements 
that have been made. 

I cannot confirm this feeling of 
slow improvements in our 
"bilingual" University. I have the 
feeling that bilingualism here 
means having one course in ten 
offered in french. For example, the 
Commerce Department have only 
started recently to offer courses in 
French, while a french course in 
Economics was refused for the 
summer session, and I have not 
even mentioned the problems that 
exist in the library. 

So you see, we have valuable 
reasons to be concerned with our 
cultural identity. Let me remind 
Mr Markle that the key to cultural 
survival lies in the institutions. 
Let it be the family, the Church, 
the schools or universities, it is in 
institutions that cultural and ling- 
uistic survival and where services 
are assured. The native people in 
this country have lost their inst- 
itutions and way of life by the 
white man's undoings, and we all 
know the situation they are in 
today. A bilingual university does 
not contribute to cultural survival 
of Franco-Ontarians or even pre- 
pare us for an ever modernizing 
world. During a conference given 
by Pierre Girouard, a psychologist 
for twenty-six years, has affirmed 
that Franco-Ontarians suffer from 
marginalisation and economic dif- 
ficulties 30% more than the 



Blacks in the Ghettos of Chicago. 
Bilingualism is an obstacle to our 
prosperity. 

Which reminds me, aren't there 
English unilingual universities in 
Qudbec? If Franco-Ontarians have 
their primary and secondary 
schools, isn't it only logical that 
we also have our own universities. 
It should also be noted that an 
amalgamation with the SGA is 
unthinkable, and would not work 
since it did not in the past before 
the creation of the AEF. 

Mr Markle's failure to un- 
derstand the francophone problem 
(even if he did go to an all French 
school in southern-Ontario) results 
in his absurd and pretentious 
article of November 24.

With a population of approx- 
imately 1 000 000. Amsterdam 
has roughly 10 000 addicts, who 
pose all kinds of serious threats 
ranging from theft, to selling bad 
drugs, to murder. 

Mr Loucks seems to think that 
drinking as well in Europe isn't a 
problem, again because of this a- 
warcness. I'm not sure what cities 
or countries or hotels he visited, 
but the problems of drunkenness 
in cities like Paris, London, 
Berlin, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Hamburg, Barcelona, Marseille, 
Amsterdam to mention a few, are 
ever present and real.

Student Services 
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Residence Fees go up again

Residence fees will be increas- 
ing about 6% this coming school 
term says the Director of Student 
Services, Romeo Bertoli. 

Next year, depending upon lo- 
cation, off-campus housing may 
be less expensive than living on- 
campus. Citing April's Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Project, 
Marilyn Skerl from the City's Re- 
gional Planning Department said 
that the average cost of a bachelor 
apartment in Zone 3 is $218 per 
month. Unlike most residences, in 
one room a bachelor apartment 
contains a kitchen, a bedroom, and 
a private bath. On the whole, she 
felt that utilities (water/heat) 
would be included. 

Although Bertoli did not know 
the cost of off-campus housing, he 
was quick to compare Lauren- 
tian's fees to those of other Uni- 
versities across the province. Re- 
ferring to the fees, he stated, "it's 
only since 84/85 that we are no 
longer at the bottom of the 
rung...But that's no reason to raise 
fees, the reason we raised it was to 
cover costs." 

Not only do the increased fees 
cover the cost of maintaining the 
residences, but they also cover an 
old debt the department is strug- 
gling to pay back. 

When "the rates increased, we 
were making some bucks, and we 



were able to pay back some of the 
debt," Bertoli said. 

He explained that when the res- 
idences began in the late '60s and 
early '70s the "rates were kept 
down while the costs were high 
and the residences went into the 
hole by $400 000." 

The debt stands at $177 385 
now. 

Bertoli understands you "can't 
let one year of students pay for the 
debt that was generated ten years 
ago." That is why they have de- 
cided to "spread it out over the 
years, and if it takes ten years, 
that's fine." 

Another way of generating rev- 
enue is through summer-time con- 
ferences, which according to 
Bertoli, helps a great deal in 
keeping costs down. 
' As for cutting costs he feels, 
"we're at the stage right now 
where we really can't cut back" 
since it will only amount to one 
or two dollars per student 

The 6% increase is concurrent 
with the rise in the cost of living. 
Bertoli doesn't "see the increase as 
high as it used to be. In the past 
they have gone up from 3% to 
11%, depending on how the 
budgets are." 

"Once the debt is paid.we'll just 
keep the rates going to maintain 
the costs" of running the residence 
since, "the idea of the residences is 
to break-even, to balance out."

STUDENT AID 

FOR SURTAX 

"GARBAGE" 

SAYS U OF M 

STUDENT 

PREZ 

WINNIPEG (CUP) — 
Increasing student assistance to 
alleviate effects of a proposed 
$300 per student library surtax is 
"bullcrap" and "garbage", accord- 
ing to the president of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba students' union. 
Mark Rogers said the university 
could avoid implementing the sur- 
tax if the administration stands by 
its commitment to increase tuition 
fees by only 2.5 per cent. 

"From all the sources I am in 
contact with, the surtax isn't 
something that is being promoted 
(by the administration)," said 
Rogers. 

The surtax would be applied to 
all U of M students to offset ris- 
ing costs of maintaining the uni- 
versity's science library. 

The proposal was approved by a 
large majority of the Science 
Faculty Council in October. The 
surtax must be approved by the 
university Board of Governors and 
Senate before it becomes policy. 

"I don't think it will get past 
the Board of Governors," Rogers 
said. 

He said he was confident the 



university would not break an 
agreement with the students' u- 
nion which guarantees an eight per 
cent tuition increase in 1986-87 
and an approximate 2.5 per cent 
increase in each of the following 
two years. 

Meanwhile student council has 
passed a motion to strike a com- 
mittee to review the surtax pro- 
posal, and to determine whether 
the students' union should take a 
position on the issue. 

"People were not prepared to get 
into discussion, considering the 
stage the proposal is at," Rogers 
said.

OTTAWA (CUP) — 

Racist graffiti has resurfaced at 
Carleton University, where 
unknown students defaced a poster 
advertising a discussion with the 
ambassador of Sudan. 

Written on the poster's comer 
were the words, "Bunch of 
Niggers". 

"This is supposed to be a 
growing and learning place. You'd 
think people would be more broad- 
minded," said Andrea Timoll, one 
of two Carleton Anti-Apartheid 



Action Group members who 
discovered the graffiti. 

The defacement comes nine 
months after racist comments 
appeared on a poster during last 
year's student council election 
campaign. 

"We'd hoped (that) was an 
isolated example," said Sulley 
Gariba, co-ordinator of Carleton 's 
International Students Centre. 

Gariba said racism on campus is 
reaching "alarming proportions", 
and called for programs, similar to 
an alcohol awareness campaign, to 
be set up to combat the situation. 

"Neither (council) nor the 
administration has started any 
major initiative on racism and 
other forms of discrimination," 
said Gariba.

REPORT 

VANCOUVER (CUP) — 

The faculty association at the 
University of British Columbia 
has come out strongly against an 
administration report which it says 
betrays the university's autonomy 
and moves towards "dangerously 
close ties" with business and 
government. 
The report, called The Engine 



of Recovery, outlines the uni- 
versity's accomplishments and 
points to its financial difficulties. 

Faculty members recently pass- 
ed a motion in favor of debating 
the report, despite an unsuccessful 
plea by the faculty association 
president, Barrie Morrison, who 
spoke out in its support. 

"We want president (David) 
Strangway to know that the 
faculty does not take lightly to re- 
defining the university as the 
handmaiden of industry," said poli- 
tical science professor Phil Res- 
nick. 



Faculty are angered by the re- 
port's preface in which the pres- 
ident writes, "Universities are a 
major source of free inquiry, pro- 
viding ideas that can later be 
exploited by free enterprise. . ." 

Resnick said the report defies 
the traditional concept of univer- 
sities as a place for free enquiry 
and "curries favor with the 
Sacredof government." 

Stangway called charges that 
the report is designed to appease 
the Social Credit government 
"nonsense", and expressed surprise 
at the faculty association's 
interpretation of the report. 

"I'm not trying to re-define the 
function of the university," said 
Strangway. "I'm saying free 
enquiry is absolutely essential. 
That was the focus of the report, 
but people may have missed that," 
he said.

ST. JOHN'S (CUP) — 
An association for gay and les- 
bian students, faculty and staff of 
Memorial University has been 
unanimously ratified by student 
council. 

Association president Ron 
Knowling welcomed the una- 
nimous decision saying, "It shows 
(council) is concerned about the 
issues and problems of gay 
students." 

The association was ratified on the 
condition that non-student 
executives be eligible for council 
funding. Knowling said the asso- 
ciation, which has about 25 
members, has a primary goal of 
education. "We're trying to 
discourage ignorance about gays 
and lesbians," he said. 

He said university officials are 
among those needing to be in- 
formed of gay and lesbian needs. 

"Memorial has never had a gay 
and lesbian association before," 
Knowling said. "They don't know 
what on earth to do with us." 




Pornography:

On June 10, John Crosbie (then 
Canada's Minister of Justice) 
introduced two bills in parliament, 
one dealing with the sexual abuse 
of children, the other with porno- 
graphy. 

The introduction of these bills 
followed the Mcese Commission 
Report in the United States and a 
US Supreme Court decision to 
uphold the right ot State Legis- 
latures to ban sodomy. The 
Mulroney government's tradition 
of mimicking the Reagan adminis- 
tration continues strongly. 

Bill C-113 and C-114 recom- 
mend, among other things, a 
maximum ten year jail sentence 
for "touching directly or indirectly, 
with a part of the body or an 
object, any part of the body of 
aperson under the age of 14."One 
section restricts the sale of sexual 
aids to persons under the age of 18 
and in yet another section, 
masturbation is listed under 
"degrading pornography." This 
belies Crosbies claim that the 
bills affect only visual matter that 
is pornographic. 

If these two bills are passed, 
Canadians will be cheated out of 
the due process of law, since to be 
exempt from prosecution, the 
accused must prove that the 
"degrading pornography has a 
genuine educational, or scientific 
purpose" or "is a work of artistic 
merit." The prosecutor docs not 
have to prove that the work is 
degrading or pornographic, the law 
takescare of that.Put simply, you 
are guilty until you prove yousclf 
innocent.

The introduction of these two 
bills has prompted a general 
outcry and the controversial aspect 
of pornography has become the 
topic of every table conversation. 

Part of the problem is that in 
any discussion of pornography, 
everyone has a different definition 
of the word. They range from the 
general category of "sexually 
explicit materials," to"material 
designed explicitly to lead to 
sexual excitements," to "violence 
against women," to "that which

endorses sexual degradation," and 
to the extreme"pornography is that 
which offends me. "The most 
common and generally accepted is 
the second one. 

To judge from the cross-cultural 
evidence, the production of 
pornography is a very common for 
humans to engage in. In old 
Tahiti, for example, family 
entertainment was a performance 
of songs, dances, and a large 
variety of sexual acts. Ancient 
Indian tradition permitted the 
offering of a drawing or carving of 
sex organs as a socially acceptable 
way for a boy to proposition a 
girl. The pornography of ancient 
Greece, and Japan is also well 
known. In most of these societies 



the idea that there is something 
disgusting or degrading about such 
matrials and performances is 
unknown. 

The debate on pornography 
stems from the idea that sexual 
frankness is evil in itself, or evil 
when joined with certain 
otherfeatures, namely violence.

What is the source of the 
phenomenon of pornography? It is 
basically a manifestation of that 
human capacity to get enjoyment 
just by watching others. In this 
regard it is much like theatre or 
spectator sports. Closely tied to 
our ability to fantisize, porno- 
graphy is a simple extension of 
sexual fantasy used for sexual 
enjoyment. Therefore, pornogra- 
phy serves as a substitute, it is an 



alternative way of satisfying so 
very strong needs and desir

A 
mber of social-scientific studies 
ve been conducted to find out 
lat the effects of erotic or 
'rnographjic materials have on 
cial behaviour and the results 
ve been contradictorry. 
Studies conducted by Zillman 



and Meyer, two prominent experts 
in the field, in which subjects 
have been angered and then later 
exposed to some form of erotic 
stimulation have revealed increased 
aggressive behaviour. Although 
there has been some research 
indicating that erotic stimuli 
might increase aggression without 
prior anger arousal, the majority 
of evidence to date suggests that 
prior anger arousal is an important 
condition to facilitate effects of 
erotic exposure. 

A second group of studies, by 
Donnerstein and Baron and Bell, 
psychologists, have shown that 
exposure to erotic stimuli reduces 
agression. Apparently erotic 



exposure shifts attention away 
from previous anger arousal. 

Baron and Bell seem to have 
resolved this controversy. They 
now believe that as erotic stimuli 
becomes more arousing, it gives 
rise to increased agressive 
behaviour. However, at a low 

level of arousal, such stimuli 
distract the subjeevt's attention 
away from previous anger thus 
reducing subsequent agressive 
behaviour. 

Edward Donnerstein, a psych- 
ologist whose studies of college 
student response to erotic and 
violent material is considered 
pioneering in the field, was one of 



the star witnesses for the Meese 
Commission on pornography in 
the States. When asked if there 
were any "laboratory studies 
showing increasing agressive 
behaviour after exposure to non- 
violent sexually explicit material," 
Donnerstein answered, "not that I 
am aware of." "The problem," 

Donnerstein says "centers on what 
we mean by pornography. Are we 
talking about sexually explicit 
material? If we are, then one 
would have to conclude that there 

is no evidence for any harm-related 
effects. Are we talking about 
agressive materials? In this case, 
the research might be more 



supportive of a potential harm- 
effect conclusion. The problem 
however, is that the agressive 
images are the issue, not the 
sexual, in this type of material." 

Donnerstein has hit the nail on 
the head. The danger with passing 
bills such as Crosbie has 
introduced is that too many people 
ignore the difference between 
erotica-literature or art dealing 
with sexual love, and hard-core 
pornography. When censorship 
comes into effect, who is to draw 
the line and where?

Many people believe that erotica 
is good for you. Therapists have 
used erotic material "to help 
patients with sexual dysfunctions 
overcome their fears and 
inhibitions." 

Others believe that pornography 
is a form of art. Granted , this art 
is one-dimensional and lacks depth 
but then so is so much of modern 
pop culture (music, films reading 
material, etc.). 

A direct result of the Mccsc 
Commission was that Playboy, 
Penthouse, and Forum were pulled 
from 7-elcven stores througout the 
United States and Canada. A 7- 
eleven employee, to prove how 
dangerous banning such magazines 
could be, suggested they withdraw 
all magazines that carried 
advertisements for the perfume, 
Obsession. The ad portrays a 
woman's body in a very sensual 
way. 

It seems that much of what is 
considered pornography is ugly 
and somewhat disgusting. The 
celebration of violence, sexual or 
not, the cheapening of life,malc or 
female, cannot help but have a bad 
effecton society. But the denigra- 
tion of all erotica by the likes of 
John Crosbie is more frightening 
than the excesses of pornography. 
It's disturbing the way Crosbie 
seems more intent on stopping 
sex he doesn't approve of, than 
serious about lowering the level of 
violence or sexual exploitation in 
our culture. If these two bills are 
passed, who knows how long it 
will be before the government 
starts banning books like Lady 
Chatterly's Lover and works of 
art like Michelangelo's DavicP.

Golden Skits of Muriel 

Volestrangler, 

FRHS & BAR 

John Cleese

Works of intense incompre- 
hensibility are in this age of clear 
cut, obvious, simplicity. For this 
reason, it is rare but delightful to 
find a work that dares to break away 
and go crazy. When such a work 
also mannages to be suficiently 
accessable and dairly silly, we have 
a psychotic talent on our hands. 

The talent to whom I refer is of 
course wing commander Muriel 
Volestrangler. FRHS & BAR, who 
as the bio puts it "has had a fairly 
variegated carreer, including spells 
as a wasp farmer in Kenya, a waiter 
in a crematorium, a freelance pro- 
bationary officer, the Libyan for- 
eign Minister, and six weeks break- 
ing in hats for T.S. Elliot." Muriel 
Volistrangler is actualy the non-de- 
skitte of John Cleese, the maniac 
best known by most as the Monty 
Python Lunatic, especialy the 
returner of the dead parrot, but also 
known for some of the most insane 
skits in the english language, and 
the silliest walk known to hu- 
manity. He is the author of The 
Golden Skits of Muriel 
Volestrangler FRHS & BAR. 

This book is insane, off the wall, 
unpredictable, grotesque, perverse, 
and desperately in need of one hun- 
dred and twelve thousand miles of 
string in three inch lengths. This is 
a world where architects kill, shirts 
confuse, goats are concealed, sheep 
try to fly, and the last supper took 



hours to paint. This is a world of 
chaos. 

Those of us who have taken 
every chance possible to see any 
Monty Python available will recog- 
nize much of the humour, but all of 
it can take being reviewed, and 
much of it is entirely unavailable 
elsewhere ( many of the skits come 
from At Last the 1948 Show, 
which was on only in 1967.) 

Some of the best of the skits we 
all know and love (and some of us 
know and hate) are far too visual to 
be used in the book. The Minister 
of Silly Walks Skit for example, 
could never have survived the 
transformation, Those that are more 
verbal, however, are extraordinary, 
and some have such twisted stage 
directions that it would almost 
seem a shame to only see them. 

I suppose in the end the review 
can simply be summed up in the 
words "John Cleese." If you enjoy 
his savage humour, you will love 
this book. If you do not have the 
required stomach, perhaps you had 
better go off and read Ethel the 
Aardvark Goes Quantity Surveying, 
or whatever it is that you non John 
Cleese fans do. 

Probably Teditor is still wishing 
he could run a full length negative 
review (it is best to avoid using the 
phrase "bad review" as it is open to 
misinterpretation), but at the mo- 
ment there are a large number of 
wonderful books ahead, and so why 
should anyone suffer through a third 
rate linguistic lobotomy, even in 
the line of duty?

The Vces played their last 
preseason tournament on Nov. 21 
and 22., at the University of 
Waterloo's Naismith, winding up 
a string of road trips lasting over a 
month. The Vees opened up on 
Friday night against the Univer- 
sity of Concordia, dropping a 75- 
67 decision. Leading the way for 
the Vees was Tim Yawney with 
20 points and Lloyd Pollard with 
17. On Saturday the Vees tipped 
off against U of T, losing 97-79, 
in a game that was tied at fifty at 
half-time. Derrick Dcsvignes was 
the top scorer with 16 points and 
8 rebounds while Mike Albert col- 
lected 14 defensive boards. (Centre 
Jeff Mckibbon was sidelined for 
both games with a leg injury). 

The Vees had a well needed rest 
this past week which allowed 
them to field a well rested and in- 



jury free team for Saturday nights' 
home opener against the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa. 

The University of Ottawa pro- 
vided some talented opposition but 
the Vees more than rose to the oc- 
casion, possibly playing their best 
game in the last two years. In a 
game that was predicted to be 
close the Vees took control from 
the start and never looked back 
easily disposing of them 83-37. 

The game itself was excellent. 
There was popcorn, there was fan 
support and there was Mckibbon. 
To put it bluntly, Jeff Mckibbon 
decided to hold his court Saturday 
night and the Ottawa jurors learned 
a lot from the judge. Mckibbon 
dominated the game in every as- 
pect, ending with 30 points, 14 
rebounds, while shooting an 
astounding 82% from the field. 
What makes these statistics even 
more noteworthy are the facts that 
he did it in his first game back 



from an injury and that he did it 
without playing the last 12 min- 
utes of the game. 

Second in the scoring depart- 
ment was forward Tim Yawney 
with 10 points. Other notes of im- 
portance was the continued good 
play of Scott Horrobin and Lloyd 
Pollard in the back court and the 
excellent rebounding and defence 
of forward Mike Albert. 

The Vees needed this win. They 
had been in a slump and losing 
their season opener could have 
turned the team in the wrong dir- 
ection.

"The championships will be a 
major event in the history of 
Sudbury. " said the chairman of 
the organizing committee for the 
World Junior Track and Field 
Championships to be hosted by 
Laurentian University and Sud- 
bury, in 1988. 

Bill Sutton was speaking at the 
3rd annual AISEC Business Break- 
fast. He described what the organ- 
izing committee has. done up to 
this point and what can be ex- 
pected in the coming months. 

The world's top junior track and 
field athletes will be coming to 
Sudbury in July of 1988, to com- 
pete in the World Championships. 

Athens hosted the first-ever 
championship of this kind this 
past summer and it is now up to 
Sudbury to continue the tradition. 

The Laurentian campus will be 
the focal point of these champion- 
ships. It will be here that the 
athletes, the officials, the media, 
the volunteers and the fans will 
gather for 5 days to take part in 



what should be a very exciting 
event. The championship will run 
from July 27 to July 31. "This 
will be the first time that Sudbury 
will host a truly world class 
event," Sutton said. The numbers 
speak for themselves... 150 coun- 
tries, 1 200 athletes, 500 officials, 
250 VIP Guests; 200 media rep- 
resentatives, and 1 200 volunteers. 

Sudbury won the right to host 
the games, this past February, in 
Madrid, Spain. At that time, 
Sutton and the bid committee 
made a proposal to the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletics Asso- 
ciation (IAAF). In the end, Sud- 
bury was chosen over Cali, 
Columbia, the only other city to 
bid for the games. 

Since then, Sutton's organizing 
committee has been hard at work, 
planning for the games. As the 
chairman of the 1980 Junior Pan 
American Games (also held in 
Sudbury), Sutton gained a lot of 
experience in this type of work. 
Nevertheless, the task at hand is 
indeed a difficult one. Considering 
the Laurentian stadium has to be 



renovated so that it will have a 
seating capacity of about 15 000 
(many of these seats will be 
temporary); a 200 metre practice 
track will be built at the tennis 
court site; a second practice track 
(grass) will be constructed adjacent 
to the soccer field; and finally the 
track will have to be redone. Add 
to this the other task such as 
recruiting volunteers, setting up a 
security network and finding ac- 
comodations for all involved, and 
you begin to get the picture. As 
one IAAF marketing executive 
commented on Sudbury's under- 
taking "You've got a lot of guts." 
The games will coincide with a 
8-day festival, which will feature 
national and possibly international 
entertainers and a host of multi- 
cultural activities. Sutton believes 
that the games will not only be a 
celebration for the university and 
Sudbury, but for all of Northern 
Ontario. He feels that the one 
element that was lacking in 
Athens, was strong community 
support, something Sudbury has 
plenty of. It is this support that in 



Sutton's eyes will make the 
games a profitable venture. 

What's in it for Sudbury you 
ask? For starters, the total eco- 
nomic impact on the area will be 
approximately $10 million. In ad- 
dition, an event of this calibre will 
help Laurentian and Sudbury gain 
world recognition. With an esti- 
mated TV viewing audience of 163 
million people in 100 countries. 
There is talk of eventually cover- 
ing the practice track, which will 
go a long way in making Laur- 
entian the best equipped track and 
field facility in Canada. And all 
profits generated from these games 
will be put back into amateur 
sport to help develop young 
athletes and to continue the 
legacy. 

The president of Laurentian, Dr 
John Daniel is one of the vol- 
unteering Vice Presidents in the 
committee and it is his hope that 
the Laurentian community will be 
very much involved in the games. 
To accomodate the community and 
would-be volunteers, the organiz- 
ing committee has set up an office 



at the Civic Square. Anyone 
interested in obraining more infor- 
mation on the games or anyone 
wishing to ge involved, is asked 
to drop by the office or to call 
674-8888. 

Get involved and become a part 
of it all!
